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Applicant's arguments filed February 16, 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Claim 1 remains pending. 

Applicant has not complied with one or more conditions for receiving the benefit 
of an earlier filing date under 35 U.S.C. 120, "Continuation" status, as follows: 

The later-filed application must be an application for a patent for an invention 
which is also disclosed in the prior application (the parent or original nonprovisional 
application or provisional application); the disclosure of the invention in the parent 
application and in the later-filed application must be sufficient to comply with the 
requirements of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112. See Transco Products, Inc. v. 
Performance Contracting, Inc., 38 F.3d 551, 32 USPQ2d 1077 (Fed. Cir. 1994). 

This application repeats a substantial portion of several prior applications and 
claims additional disclosure not presented in the prior application(s) . Since this 
application names an inventor or inventors named in the prior application, it may 
constitute a continuation-in-part of the prior application. 

For example, in the chain of dependency, applicant ultimately claims 
"continuation" status back to application 08/950,898 now US Pat. No". 5,941,273. On 
comparison, it appears that there is some equivalent, i.e. "continuing" subject matter. In 
view of applicants remarks concerning such the Examiner did not intend to mean that 
continuing status is not permissible. Continuing status and "Continuation" application 
are two different things. In view of the disclosure of the instant application, including the 
drawings it is clear that there is subject matter disclosed in the instant application 
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10/840,152 that is riot disclosed in the prior patent or in some of the prior applications. 
Thus, at best this application (10/840,152) could be a "continuation-in-part" application 
of the earlier patent. The same is true for all applications to which priority is claimed. 
Relative to each application claimed, including the provisional applications claimed 
(series 60/xxx,xxx applications) if there is subject matter disclosed in the later filed 
application which is not supported under 35 U.S. C. 1 12 first paragraph in the earlier 
application to which priority is claimed, then this instant application can be a 
"continuation-in-part" of the earlier application and the Related Application Status should 
so reflect. 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 



Claim 1 is provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1 of copending 
Application No. 10/869,752. Although the conflicting claims are not identical because of 
the additional subject matter of lines 2-4 and 242-247 in claim 1 of copending 
application SN 10/869,752, they are not patentably distinct from each other because all 
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of the claimed features of the claim of this instant application are contained, word for 
word, in claim 1 of the copending application which includes the noted additional subject 
matter. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The claim is narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. Note the format of the claims in the 
more recent patent(s) cited. The current language of the claims renders it very difficult, 
if not impossible, to determine the scope of the claims. 

In view of the severity of the indefiniteness of the claims, it would be meaningless 
to offer an opinion on the patentability of these claims as the metes and bounds of these 
claims are unascertainable. 

Regarding applicants remarks as they may apply, the mere allegation that 
"double patenting does not exist" is unpersuasive without an explanation as to why the 
claimed elements of the instant claim, which find their word for word equivalents in the

copending claim, are not of the same as or minor variations of the scope of the instant 
application claim. 

Further, the failure to address the previous rejection under 35 USC §1 12 does 
not now constitute grounds for removal of the rejection under 35 USC §1 12.
